TO COMPEL RECORDS

including the State Department and the intelligence agencies, that indicates that Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan (“Erdogan”) has ever been a member of, or otherwise affiliated with or sympathetic to, 
the Muslim Brotherhood, and (2) all information within the United States government’s 
possession, including within the State Department, that tends to show that Turkish government 
officials, including Erdogan, would disagree with or disapprove of any comparison between 
Fettulah Gulen or his followers and the Muslim Brotherhood. The grounds for this motion are set 
forth in the accompanying memorandum of law. 

Defendant respectfully requests that the Court hear this motion on May 17, 2019, at 9:00 
a.m., or at such time as the Court may direct.
